with a 0.14 WOz content 22,000 tons, 


total 86,000 tons. 


From the abovementioned ore, the following WO3 could be obtained: 


a) 42 tons, 5 
b) 50 tons, and 


c) 15 tons, 
total 107 tons. 
Under the Five-Year Plan, the 1952 - 1955 quota for the Zschorlau Mine is 168 
tons of 03. Therefore, the missing balance will have to be obtained from explorations 
of other deposits. 


The report then discusses the possibilities of obtaining tungsten from other 
deposits, suggesting exploration work at the Tirpersdorf Mine.
